EXCITEMENT IN 
GERMANY. 


Bismarck Making Preparations 
for the Probable Mis­ 
fortune.

B e r lin , March 3.—The Imperial 
family has ceased to hope for the re­ 
covery of the Crown Prince. The 
first results of the microscopic exam­ 
ination by Professor Waldeyer, as 
communicated to the Emperor, are 
unfavorable, disclosing traces of can­ 
cer. The full official report of Profess­ 
or Waldeyer will be delayed until Dr. 
Recklinghausen’s analysis is added 
which forms part of the result of the 
examination. Court dispatches con­ 
firm the progress of the symptoms 
tending toward a fatal issue. The oc­ 
casional auj>earance of improvement 
is followed by a renewal of the grav­ 
est indications. No immediate crisis 
is expected, but it is recognized 
that a sudden change for the 
worse may occur at any moment 
involving death. 
If the disease 
should be permitted to run its full 
course the Crown Prince may he able 
to return to Berlin in May, and pass 
his last days there. The question of 
the period of his return will lie the 
only subject having the remotest po­ 
litical bearing that will be dBcussed 
during Prince William’s presence at 
San Remo, and the decision arrived 
at will depend upon the personal in­ 
clination of the Crown Prince. 
1IE WISHES TO RETl'RN. 
Ho himself has expressed an urgent 
desire to return to Berlin as soon as 
possible. Ho has stated his intention 
to the Emperor, who, coinciding with 
the Crown Prince, has relinquished 
his proposed journey to San Remo. 
The respites from suffering that the 
Crown Prince obtains, encourages the 
confidence that he will be able to re­ 
turn to Berlin. If he is fated to die 
suddenly at San Kerno, he has every­ 
thing ready, lie has written his will 
and prepared a political testament 
for his successor. 
The presence 
of Prince William at the villa 
has 
cheered his m -ther and 
the Princesses. Comments adverse 
to Prince William continue to be 
heard in Berlin society. Significance 
is attached to the fact that none of 
the family met him in the San Remo 
station, where be arrived from Genoa 
in company with Prince Henry, his 
brother, and Professor Bergmann. 
He was received by the Prefect, the 
Mayor, and the German Consul. This 
arrangement was due to the Crown 
Prince, who sent instructions to 
Prince William, at CarlBruhe, that 
Prince Henry, with Dr. Bergmanu, 
would meet him, the obvious object 
being to enable him to gain full 
knowledge of the condition of his 
father before seeing his mothers and 
sisters. The Crown Princess with 
the Princesses awaited him within the 
villa. It is understood that he re­ 
ceived the warmest welcome and that 
MANY TEARS WERE SUED 
During the interview. Twenty min­ 
utes after his arrival the Crown Prin­ 
cess alone accompanied him to meet 
his father. During yesterday and to 
day Princo 
William has been 
with 
the 
Crown 
Prince 
on 
the balcony aud there wras every 
appearance of cordiality between the 
father aud son. Reports of coolness 
in their relations are chiefly traceable 
to French sources. The French papers 
vie with each other in malicious in­ 
tentions. During the journey from 
Carlsruhe Prince William obtained a 
number of French papers, and was 
excited to anger by the stories in 
them of his selfish intentions toward 
the Crown Prince and his disregard of 
his father’s sufferings. Throughout 
Germany public interest in the news 
from San Remo grows in intensity 
and the people of Berlin await the 
dispatches with the same eagerness 
and agitatiou as would be shown if a 
campaign involving the fate of the 
nation were in progress. Extra edi­ 
tions ate rushed out, and the papers 
are excitedly read and discussed by 
groups on the street. 
" TO-DAY’8 SAN REMO RETORT SAYS ! 
“The Crown Prince passed a fairly 
good night. There is no change in 
his condition as regards coughing and 
spitting. 
He feels stronger this 
morning in consequence of a good day 
yesterday. The weather is brilliant, 
imd he will again sit awhile on the 
balcony to-day.” 
BISMARCK HAD A LONG CONKRENCE 
With Emperor William, it is sup­ 
posed with reference to the proposal 
to grant Prince William power to sign 
in the event of the temporary inca­ 
pacity of the Emperor, concurrent 
with the prostration of the Crown 
Prince. The Crown Prince differs 
with Prince Bismarck on the question 
of a regency of this character. It is 
reported that the Emperor accedes to 
the proposal, admitting the force 
of Prince Bismarck’s plea that 
a simultaneous illness of him­ 
self 
and 
the 
Crown Prince 
might create confusion in the manage­ 
ment of public affairs. The Emperor 
is careful to show himself every day, 
either driving out or appearing at the 
window of the palace. ThiB helps to 
calm the general perturbation. 
THE RELATIONS OF RUB8IA 
With the allied powers are taking de­ 
velopments exactly as was forecast in 
these dispatches. The diplomatic pro­ 
posals of Russia have resulted in noth­ 
ing definite. Wtiatis definite,however, 
is the frantic eagerness of Russia to 
obtain a war loan and her ceaseless 
preparations for war. The Revolu­ 
tionary organ, the Scobodai, declares 
that war rapidly approaches and pre­ 
dicts the conquest and ruin of Russia' 
and the submission of the Slavs to 
Germany unless the policy of the 
Osar is replaced by free national man­ 
agement of public affairs. 
However 
much he may be averse to war, the 
internal discord of Russia will soon 
force the Czar to risk the future of the 
Kotnanoff dynasty by challenging the 
Central powers. 
A FAINT GLIMPSE OF PRACK 
la got in the action of the Czar in en­ 
trusting his brother, the Grand Duke 
Vladimir with the routine dealings 
between the minister! and the Osar. 


The wife of the Grand Duke, Princess 
of Meoklenborg, is a steadfast Ger­ 
man, and sways the Duke in oppos­ 
ing the war party, but the Grand 
Duke’s character is ill-littcd to cop- 
with Ministers Talstoi, Vanuovski 
and Polreilonsteff.whoare now guard­ 
ing the Czar.

L ondon, March 3.—Gladstone to­ 
day, in returning thanks to 250 cler­ 
gymen of the Church of England for 
a momorial drawn up by them in fa­

ihe prosperity of the Republic of 
Mexico, aud also to make known to 
you the sincere desire of himself 
as well as the wish of the people, 
whose chief executive lie is honored 
in being, that the bonds of utnity be­ 
tween the two republics may not only 
continue, but tie constantly strength­ 
ened by strict preservation of the 
national faith and the mutual exten­ 
sion by each republic to the other of 
the friendly offices which inspire con­ 
fidence and trust, as well as by en­ 
larged intercourse, both social and 
commercial, between the people of 
the two republics. For myself, sir, if 
in the execution of the high trust 
reposed in me, I shall be so fortunate 
as to contribute towards securing the 
ends so desired, I shall feel assured 
of the hearty approval of my chief 
aud the great body of the American 
people. 
Iu conclusion, I now have 
have the honor to present to Your 
Excellency my letter of credence from 
Grover Cleveland.the President of the 
United States of America.”

COLD WEATHER UP NORTH. 


A Distillery Burned Down Near 
Fresno—Sale of the Dum­ 
barton Tract. 


I Associated Trena D ispatches to the H erald. 
V a llejo, March 3.— A t out noon 
to-day the body of C. M. McDonald 
was recovered from .the wreck of the 
steamer Julia. It was found lying 
beneath a portion of the boiler. The 
face and limbs were badly burned 
and the neck and four ribs broken. 
Decoiised was 67 years old. 
The wreck this afternoon lay 
moored to the wrecking steamer 
Whitelaw at the Point Cos a Lumber 
Company’s wharf. The Captain of 
the wrecker was awaiting a rise of the 
tide in order to float the hull. With 
the exception of one pump the bar­ 
rels of both boilers have been secured. 
The starboard boiler ib turned inside 
out and ripped and torn in several 
places. The back tube sheet is pulled 
out and torn to pieces, the tubes being 
scattered in all airections. Both boil­ 
ers had been patched several times 
and on the boiler the iron at the taper 
course joint was of two thicknesses 
one of a ouarter and the other three- 
eighths of an inch.' In both boilers 
the tubes wero pulled out of the front 
head. On Monday the experts meet 
nnd will select pieces of boiler iron 
for testing. 
The death roll reaohesltwenty-i ine. 
Two of the wounded are having a 
hard fight for life. 


V A L U A B L E P H U P U K T Y . 
T ransfer 
of the llurabnrfon 
Truct—Object of the Ileal. 
S an F rancisco, March 3.—The 
formal transfer of the large Dumbar­ 
ton tract on San Francisco Bay to the 
corporation known as the River, Har­ 
bor and Canal Dredging and Land 
Company, has formally taken place. 
The property transferred comprises 
a strip about 17 miles long, by from 
2¥¿ to 3 miles v\iilo, beginning at a 
point nearly opposite Alvarado and 
extending south to Alviso and includ­ 
ing the Cape known as Dumbarton 
Pi int. It is intersected by nine navi­ 
gable sloughs, at the heads of which 
are established six shipping points or 
landings, fully equipped with ware­ 
houses and lumber yards. The main 
ehannel at the point has a depth 
of about 36 feet at low tide, 
and is about half a mile wide 
affording a continuous waterway to the 
Golden Gate. This is the only po nt 
on the eastern shore of the bay, south 
of Oakland, accessible to large ves­ 
sels. The property has a total area of 
19,000 acres, and the corporation has 
made a deposit, agreeing to pay $679,­ 
090 for the tract. Taken in consider­ 
ation with the rapid construction of 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin 
Valley railroad through t:e San 
Joaquin valley, which is declared to 
bj the line by which the Atchison. 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad will 
seek entrance into this city, the pur­ 
chase of the Dumbarton point is cred­ 
ited to the Sauta Fe rojU. The San 
Joaquin road is now nearly graded 
from Mojave to a point near Tracy, 
and its engineers are now looking for 
a pass below Livermore to the bay of 
San Francisco. This would furnish 
direct connection from Mojave to the 
bay of San Francisco.

A D istillery Destroyed by Fire 
In Freano County. 
F resno, March 3.—Last night about 
12:30 the Marguerita winery and dis­ 
tillery, situated five miles east of this 
city and owned by Messrs. E. B. Rog 
ers and J. H. Malher, of San Fran­ 
cisco, was totally destroyed by fire 
over 200,000 gallons of wine, valued 
at $150,000, including the win­ 
ery and distillery buildings and 
machinery valued at over $50,000 I’e- 
ing consumed. The origin of the fire 
is unknown. The fire in the engine 
was put out at 5 o’clock in the even­ 
ing. The fire was fought by the Sup­ 
erintendent and his men, but they 
were unable to do anything owing to 
the water tank being on fire. The 
property is partially insured. 
IN (GARDNER’S DEFENCE. 
An E xplanation of H ow He Ob­ 
tained the Brook* Letter*.

W ash in g to n , March 3.—It is stated 
that iuternal revenue reductions were 
agreed on yesterday by the Demo­ 
crats of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, and will he reported to the 
full committee early next week and 
considered with the tariff bills. They 
effect a total redaction of about $24,­ 
000,000 or $25,000,000. The tobacco 
tax, except on cigars and cigarettes, is 
repealed, reducing the revenue about 
$19,000,000. The licenses abolished 
will make a reduction of between 
$4.000,000 and $5,000,000. There is 
no reduction on spirits of any kind. 
Manufacturers of fruit brandies are 
allowed to place their product in 
bonded warehouses and take ware­ 
house receipts for the same time as 
whisky distillers now have. Some 
extreme penalties have been lessened.

conditions of the provisions of the 
Kmts creating them. The contracts 
tween the Union and Central Pa­ 
cific railroad companies, and the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
were void ab initio, and no lawyer in 
America knew it better than the gen­ 
tleman from New York, (White). 
They were at the time they were 
made, and still were, in direct viola­ 
tion ot the express provisions of the 
statutes and grants creating the Pa­ 
cific railroad and telegraph companies, 
and were in violation of the public pol­ 
icy and againBt the public law. The 
contracts under consideration had been 
made with the object and intention of 
debating every substantial require­ 
ment of the grants. A iter Jay Gould and 
his ring hail conducted the Union Pa­ 
cific as long as they couid make any­ 
thing out oi it, they had walked off, 
leaving the company bankrupt, and 
taking along with them the assets of 
the telegraph lines, with which they 
levied discriminating tribute from the 
people west of the Missouri river. 
Dockery, of Missouri, said that 
under the granting acts the Pacific 
companies were required to construct, 
not only railroad lines, but also tele­ 
graph lines. Instead of doing so they 
had assumed to divest themselves of 
their obligations by a contract with 
the Western Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany, conferring upon that company 
the exclusive right-of-way along the 
railroad lines. The acts of Congress 
requiring that telegraph lines along 
the Pacific roads should receive all 
business without discriminal ion were 
nullified by this unlawful contract 
with the Western Union Company. 
Dockery, after attacking Jay Gould, 
said that competition was essential to 
the best interests of the whole people, 
and if necesFary (and he believed it to 
be necessary) to the power of the gov­ 
ernment. 
At the close of Dockery’s speech 
White offered his substitute, which 
was rejected without a division, and 
the bill was pas?ed. Yeas, 197; nays. 
4. (Bliss, Ketchem, Merriam and 
White nays.) The House then ad­ 
journed. 
SENATE COMMITTEE WORK. 
Favorable Report Made off tbe 
Spooner Bill* 
W ashington, March 3.—The Post­ 
office Committee of the Senate to­ 
day decided to report favorably what 
is known as the Spooner bill to regu­ 
late inter-state telegraphy. There 
were some amendments made to the 
bill, but they are chiefly of explana­ 
tory matter and do not materially 
change the provisions of the bill. The 
chief amendment is the incorporation 
of an equivalent to the “long and 
short haul” clause in the Interstate 
Commerce bill, bnt there is a provision 
that it shall be unlawful to charge 
more for transmitting a message a 
short distance than for transmitting a 
long distance in the same direction. 
FORFEITED LAND. 
The Senate Committee on Public 
Lands to-day considered the proposed 
amendments to the General Land 
Forfeiture Bill. It agreed to report 
favorably upon the provision fixing 
the price of land forfeited and opened 
to settlement under the bill, at $1.25

DEEPLY IN DEBT. 
Investigation of the Union 
Pacific’s Affaire. 


AN ADDRESS BY ANDERSOX. 


Creed Haymond Speaks on Behalf 
of the Central Paclfle 
Company. 


I Associated Pres* D ispatches to the Hnnaxal 
W ashington, March 3.—The Sen 
ate special committee, to which warn 
referred the reports of the Pacific 
Railway Commission, gave further 
hearing to-day on matters relating to 
affairs of the Union Pacific. 
Commissioner Anderson addressed 
the committee, explaining substan­ 
tially, as he had previously explained 
to tbe House Committee the provisions 
of the Commis8ioners’s bill. At tho 
meeting he was led by inquiries to ex­ 
plain by way of illustration the 
methods of the Central Pacific. 
Briefly, ho said this company, instead 
of devoting its earnings to dividend*, 
had invested them in collateral enter­ 
prises without, however, charging the 
money taken to the acconnt of earn­ 
ings. Some years subsequently it 
had declared dividends apparently 
within the letter of the law, be­ 
cause its earnings still showed 
AN UNDIVIDED SURPLUS, 
When, in fact, tho money had been 
expended. So tbe property so pur­ 
chased had depreciated in value. 
Money to pay dividends hat been bor­ 
rowed or obtained from any source 
available. It was to prevent transac­ 
tions of this kind in the futmethai 
the commission proposed to limit the 
power to declare dividends to the 
amount of the net earnings of the pre­ 
ceding years, holding that the inter­ 
vening time was insufficient to merely 
endanger the value of any property 
purchased; while as a guard against 
fraud, there was a provision requiring 
the assent of the President of the 
United States to any investment of 
this kind. 
MORGAN ASKS A .QUESTION. 
During the Commissioner’s explan­ 
ation of the nature of the security 
now possessed by the Government 
for the Union Pacific debt aud that to 
bo given by the company under the pre­ 
visions either oi the Commissioners 
or the Outhwaite bill, Senator Morgan 
asked if he (Anderson) was prepared, 
as a lawyer, to assert that the Gov­ 
ernment has no right to declare a 
statutory lien now for further security 
bonds upon any property that may be 
possessed by the company. 
To this Anderson replied that he 
was prepared to make that assertion; 
that while the United States might 
require the company to do anything 
in reason, it could not extend its lien 
over one inch of property that was 
not authorized by statutory provision. 
AN OPINION BY MORGAN. 
Later, daring the hearing, Senator 
Morgan read the following, which he 
had in the meantime written out, cov­ 
ering his views of the point thna 
raised. 
“ The legislative power is able to 
give remedy by legal or equitable at­ 
tachment according to the nature of 
the property sequestered, and to con­ 
tract with a creditor whose demand is 
not yet due; and an attachment can 
also be 
prescribed in the stat­ 
ute, according 
to 
the 
judg­ 
ment of 
the legislature. In thi* 
case the 
necessity of doing thia 
by the general ‘law, (if there 
is any such necessity) is avoided by 
the reservation of the power to alter 
or amend the statute. I suppose that 
the reservation has as much reference 
to providing for the security of the 
mortgaged estate as to any other pos­ 
sible need for legislative interference, 
and that under its provisions Congress 
could give such remedy against the 
consolidated company.” 
Anderson contended that if the 
question thus raised shall come up at 
all, it will come not as against the 
Union Pacific, which now offers am­ 
ple security for the debt, but against 
the Central Pacific. 
ATTORNEY IIAYMONn’S VIEWS. 
To this Mr. Haymond, attorney for 
the Central Pacific, rejoined that the 
reputation and integrity of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific directors having been as­ 
sailed, they would assent to no bül 
which proposes to settle the question 
upon a mere moneyed basis. They 
would r.88ent to any bill which pro­ 
vides for a fair investigation of all 
these facts by the courts, and would 
hear all questions of the statute of 
limitation, and all questions as 
to whether they were bound to 
the Government, and would agree 
with the 
United States upon 
the same principles that governed 
the transactions of a guardian with 
his ward. They claimed that they 
had done no wrong to the United 
States. That was why he had pro­ 
posed to the Commissioners a few 
days ago to go 6ver this case upon an 
entirely different basis, because he 
was advised that the directors of the 
Central Pacific would not main* a 
moneyed settlement. 
They could 
afford to lose this property but they 
could not afford to trade upon their 
reputation, character and standing. 
The New Chinese Treaty. 
New York, March 3.—A Washing­ 
ton special says: Secretary Bayard 
in conversation with a correspondent 
this morning said that he expected 
the new treaty with China to be ne­ 
gotiated within a few days. The 
treaty will provide for the exclusion 
of all Chinese except those accred­ 
ited to this country in a diplomatic 
capacity.

THE POWER OF PERSUASION 


A Story of the Time When T. E. 
Rowan was Under 
Sheriff. 


E d i t o r s H k r .v id .~ - A s your journal 
íb read by all the old timers, and by 
most of the new ones, the subjoined 
little narration of facts may he accept­ 
able. 
It was during last August, 
while enjoying a vacation at that 
most charming of places. San Juan 
Capistrano, that I came in possession 
of them. 
Sitting under the shade of 
a broad piazza in front of the hospita­ 
ble mansion of Judge liichard Egan, 
with that gentleman, Don Marco For­ 
ster and others, it was but nutural 
that those gentlemen should grow 
reminiscent and delight a tenderfoot 
with incidents that occurred before 
his time on the Golden Coast. 
One 
of those little incidents as illustrating 
the power of eloquent pursuasion and 
the ascendency of mind over matter, 
was so interesting that I have always 
considered it too good to be lost, and 
with your permission will perpetuate 
it. Away back when Don David Alex­ 
ander was sheriff of this county, Mr. 
T. E. Rowan,or as hiB old friends love 
to call him, "Tommy," was his faith­ 
ful under sheriff. 
(.Since that time 
Mr. Rowan has been called by the 
people to fill several positions of 
honor and 
profit, and 
has 
had 
many experiences, but I will venture 
to say that none of them afforded him 
tbs amusement and satisfaction which 
the one I am about to relate did.) 
Well, to my tale: 
A Mexican 
named Ballebteros, a good-hearted 
fellow at bottom, but a perfect devil 
when aroused by either rage or drink, 
and a man calculated to defy all the 
laws, religious, civil and military, 
when the spirit moved him, became 
engaged in a row, and with a knife 
cut a brother Mexican nearlv 
to 
pieces. Ballesteros was pretty drunk 
at the time, and his arrest was made 
with much less difficulty than if he 
had acted in rage and not in liquor. 
He was arrested, tried, found guilty 
of assault with intent to murder, and 
sentenced to five years in the peniten­ 
tiary. In due time the prisoner, in 
charge of a deputy sheriff, was started 
on his way to his placo of retirement. 
In those days Los Angelos had no 
transcontinental railroads, and the 
steamship was the easiest mode of 
communication with the Northern 
Citrus Belt. Accordingly Ballesteros 
was sent by way of San Pedro. On 
arriving at that port the prisoner, 
who was lidie as a panther, wily as a 
fox aud bold as a lion, made a dash 
for liborty and escaped from the 
deputy sheriff. 
Pursuit was in vain, as ho was sup- 
Eosed to have gained the hills, and 
aving many relations aud friends his 
recapture was despaired of. The case 
had attracted considerable attention, 
and Don David, the sheriff, was much 
worried over the escape. It was well 
known that he would have given 
almost anything to have Ballesteros 
back again, and, io fact, he brooded 
over the escape and refused to be 
comforted. 
Shortly after the break for liberty 
Mr. Rowan drove in a light buggy to 
San Juan Capistrano to serve some 
papers in an important civil suit. Af­ 
ter performing his official duty the 
genial gentlemen concluded to spend 
a few days with his friends in that lo­ 
cality, and about every man, woman 
and child down there was accounted 
his friends. Of course he stopped with 
Judge Egan, who was a Judge then, is 
a Judge now and will always be a 
Judge. 
The second day of Mr. Rowan’s 
stay he was informed that Ballesteros 
with a number of adherents was 
strongly entrenched in a little cafion 
up on* the Santa Margarita rancho, 
and thinking how his chief, Don 
David, was mourning the absence of 
Ballesteros, he conceived the idea of 
bringing the escape back to Los An- 
fsles. He imparted this thought to 
is friends ana they hooted at him. 
Why, said they: “ You will offeryour- 
self up to slaughter. 
It would take 
an army to dislodge this man from 
his entrenched position.” Neverthe­ 
less Mr. Rowan did not falter. 
He 
wauted to gratify Don David and was 
determined to do it. He finally asked 
if Ballesteros had a friend in San 
Juan who would carry a message to 
him. He was answered that he had 
a score who would readily go. Ac­ 
cordingly Mr. Rowan selected a young 
Mexican and sent the following mes­ 
sage to the escaped prisoner: 
“I am 
here after you and don’t care to take 
the touble to come up the cañón to 
get you. Please come down and save 
trouble.” 
The Mexican messenger came back 
the next day with a broad grin on his 
face and delivered the following re- 
tarn message: “I am in the cañón, 
and any friend of mine in Son Juan 
Capistrano will conduct you to the 
place, but if you come I will get you, 
and not you me. Depart in peace.” 
Mr. Rowan’s friends all said: “ We 
told you so;” and indulged in much 
hilarity at his expense. Their merri­ 
ment got Mr. Rowan’s Irish up, and 
he said: “Now I will take Ballesteros 
back to Los Angeles with me, and 
there will be no 
blood shed and 
no handcuffs used.” This was re­ 
ceived with a roar of laughter also. 
Mr. Rowan then wrote in Spanish 
the following message to Ballesteros: 
“ I have no evil designs on you, but 
what I do is for your own good. I 
want you to come to San Juan to­ 
morrow evening and let me have just 
one-half hour’s conversation with you. 
If at the end of the talk you wish to 
return to the mountains you can do 
so without the least hinderance from 
me or from anybody else. 
Judge 
Egan and ¡Don Pablo Pryor stand 
my security for this pledge.” 
Both the Judge and Don Pablo 
signed this, and the messenger sped 
up the mountain side. He returned 
very shortly and said that at the ap­ 
pointed time Ballesteros would be on 
hand. 
This caused great surprise and Mr. 
Rowan’s friends said: “ Why what 
the devil do you want with him ? He 
is under sentence, and you don’t think 
he is going to give himself up to five 
years penal servitude do you, when he 
is now free as air ?” 
Mr. Rowan only repled: ’’Never 
mind. Judge, please have a nice Span­ 
ish dinner with wine in the left room 
(the Judge then inhabited an adobe)at 
5 o’clock,and don’t let anybody disturb 
Señor Ballesteros and myself while 
we are in there.” 
J u t at 5 o’clock Ballestros dashed 
into town mounted upon a magnifi­ 


cent black mustang. 
He stopped in 
front of the Judge’s house and rapidly 
dismonnting, divested hfmself of a 
brace of six-shooters and a Winches­ 
ter rifle which he hung over the sad 
die and walked to the torch, when he 
was saluted courteously by all present. 
(It is needless to say the greuter por­ 
tion of the populace of San Juan had 
caught wind of the affair and was 
gathered in close proximity to the 
Judge’s residence.) 
It was a critical 
moment. Mr. Rowan advanced to 
Ballesteros and extended his haud, 
whiph was accepted, aud everybody 
fell that ad was right. 
The two then 
went to the left room and instead of 
the hull-hour stipulated for, they re­ 
mained in there for nearly two hours. 
Iu the meantime all was excitement 
and conjecture on the outside. 
“Did 
Ballesteros retain his knife?” “Could 
they have throttled each-other?” and 
similar questions passed. 
Not a 
sound could be heard, as the thick 
adobe walls refused to give up auy of 
the secrets of that conference. 
At the conclusion of what seemed 
an interminable time, the door open­ 
ed and the pair emerged. Mr. Rowan 
said in his most suave and smiling 
way: “Judge we aie awfully dry,wont 
you tell somebody to bring up some 
wine from that iuexhau-stable cellar 
of yours so that we can quench our 
thirst?” 
The order was quickly obeyed and 
theu, Mr. Rowan, turning iu the most 
nonchalant way to Judge Egan said: 
“ By the way Judge, my irieud Mr. 
Ballesteros is going to Los Angeles 
with mo to-morrow; will }’ou kindly 
take charge and caro of his horse and 
his weapons until he returns, or un­ 
til you hear from me, and also please 
provide a bed lor him to-night?” 
If a thunderbolt had fallen it would 
not have caused more astonishment 
in that crowd. But there was Balles­ 
teros smiling and shaking hands with 
his friends as if it was the mo9t natu­ 
ral thing in the world for him to be 
going back to a prison that he could 
just as well have kept out of. 
The next day Mr. Rowan drove in­ 
to Los Angeles with Ballesteros and 
delivered liim <JVor to Don David Al­ 
exander, whose 
joy 
was without 
bounds. Ballesteros w as duly sent to 
the penitentiary, but was pardoned at 
the end of two years and returned 
here. 
When ho got back he was 
iroscnted with a new suit of clothes,a 
lorse, saddle and bridle, and a small 
sum of money. What became of him 
afterwards is uncertain, but I have 
heard that he was stabbed to death 
in San Diego county. 
As to what occurred in that room 
between him and Mr. Rowan, I don’t 
know, but those who have ever been 
brought 
within 
the 
influence of 
“ Tommy” Rowan’s seductive tongue 
can realize, and those who haven’t, 
cao ask him.

A d v ic e s from Washington are to 
the satisfactory and encouraging elfect 
that the Department of State has 
about negotiated a new treaty with 
the Chinese Government, by the terms 
of which the immigration of Mongo­ 
lian laborers into this country will 
be absolutely and entirely prohibited. 
It has long been known that the Im­ 
perial Government of China did not 
oppose such a treaty. That govern­ 
ment cares but little for the welfare, 
or even for the lives of such of its 
people as are wont to migrate to other 
coi ntries in search of gome little bet­ 
term ent of their haid fate in life. 
Human life is held but as a pawn in 
China. It is most cheaply rated, and 
Ibe governing classes waste but little 
sympathy on the miserable Coolies 
who swarm so thickly in that ancient 
realm. 
The difficulty about these 
people has all the time existed no­ 
where outside the United States. 
Cheap labor is a thing much desired 
by those who pay for it, particularly 
in such great schemes as require ar­ 
mies of merely unskilled laborers. 
Such combinations in the United 
States have not been able to procure 
labor on cheap enough terms—if men 
worked for ten cents a day, many of 
these heartless monopolists would 
want to cut the rate to five cents. 
Hence has come all the opposition to 
the prohibition of Chinese from the 
Union. These people have used the 
subservient element of the Republi­ 
can party—always a predominating 
proportion <?f the politicians of that 
pariy—as theii willing tools. Senti­ 
mental religious prejudice has been 
called in to bolster up this bad course. 
When Chinese immigration was a 
burning question on this coast, poli­ 
ticians of the stripe of that cold, cal­ 
lous millionaire, 
and subservient 
tool of millionaires, 
John 
Sher­ 
man, 
lifted 
high 
their 
voice, 
used 
all 
their 
influence 
and 
voted against all measures look­ 
ing to any curtailment of the influx 
of these beggarly hordes to our 
shores. But Blierman was not in 
those days a hopeful candidate for 
Presidential honors.

He 
endeavors to 6weep the fair town of 
Burbank from the face of the earth 
and to efface the pleasant impressions 
made upon the minds of those who 
have visited it. The majestic height 
of his egotism looms up grandly in 
his first sentence. He writes * ‘ A critic 
once laid down the rule that no writer 
can succeed in describing what he has 
not seen"—forgetting that Dante was 
never in Hades, nor Milton in Para­ 
dise. 
They accomplished tliis, so 
he, 
the tramp, blackmailing cor­ 
respondent of the New York Herald 
could write up Burbank without hav­ 
ing seen it. Elsewhere the company 
furnish a statement of the expendi­ 
tures made by them in permanent im­ 
provements.

foldings and lose what they have put in 
and aave their paper from protest. The 
country is full of malaria, and a small 
drngAibt told me that his sales of quiuii 
were over three thousand grains a week, 
feel like joking thebe re 1 estate dealers 
about their boom, but they are 
bo serious 
that it is like trying to joke a corpse.” 
And the country is full of malaria. 
This is a verification of the predic­ 
tions of the climatologists, who hold 
that, once California is thoroughly 
irrigated, all that porlion of the State 
not seven thousand feet above the 
sea level will be malarial.—[Dubuque, 
la., Paper.

Los Angeles should be a Libby prison in the 
Tropics of peace and civilization. 
But perhaps the writer is some way in­ 
terested in a Minneapolis boom, or he may 
be one of the -‘subsidized writers of the 
press.”

health of the people;, alto on the diseases, 
their nature and effects, etc.. the wonderful 
growth of vegetation and the decay that 
will follow will influence a country for 
health.

the mountains and through the 
cailons out upon the beautiful valleys still 
pure.it cannot in iny mind pioduce any great 
amount of malaria diseases But 1 p.emiue 
Los Angeles will go right along justtne same.

The 
process was repeated, and the result 
the second year was that a majority 
of the pods then contained four beans 
and a few had five beans.

There is the whole history in little 
of all the progress made since the 
world began in the improvement of 
all life, whether it be vegetable or an­ 
imal. The philosopher Darwin claims 
that all forms of life have been devel­ 
oped by a long series of natural selec­ 
tion. Whether that theory be correct 
or not, there is no room for discussion 
on the proposition that all species of 
animals or 
vegetables reach their 
highest development— indeed can be 
improved 
scarcely at all 
in any 
way but by careful artificial selection. 
This is a principle which should never 
be absent from the mind of the agri­ 
culturist. No farmer can afford to 
scatter seed hap-bazard in the soil. 
He should carefully select every seed 
he sows, and should never breed ex­ 
cepting through the most perfect 
specimens of animal life at his com­ 
mand. 
I t costs no more to produce a 
good ear of corn or a fine animal than 
it does for a mildewed eir or for cat­ 
tle of Pharaoh’s lean kind.

cific Depot. Fosmir & Scott agreed to 
furnish fr. m 50 to 200 elbow hydrants 
at $30.50 each. 
The matter of purchasing hydrants 
was laid over for one week, so that 
other Eastern firms could send in 
bids. 
A communication, offering a lot for 
an engine-house on York street, be­ 
tween Main street and Grand avenue, 
at a rental of $75 per month was read 
and placed on lile. 
Mr J. R. Millard came before the 
Board and stated that he had leased a 
lot about six months ago on the corner 
of Fourth and Ia>b Angeles streets, but 
had been called away East by sick­ 
ness in his family and consequently 
the building he intended putting up 
had been delayed. He however, had 
his lumber on’ the ground before the 
ordinance was passed and intended to 
erect a substantial three-storied house. 
On motion of Mr. Humphreys per­ 
mission was granted him to erect his 
building. 
A proposition from E. C. Burlin­ 
game proposing to erect a fine engine 
house, on Temple street aud lease it 
to the city at a monthly rental of $60 
was read, and on motion of Mr. Teed, 
the proposition was accepted, for two 
years, with the op:ion of four years, 
the building to lie erected under the 
supervision ef the Chief Engineer.

In all this score of years 
them has been spent in the improve- 
of oar little seaport, the paltry 


S an D iego, as represented in her 
press, has been rather persistent in 
the claim that more commerce enters 
the bay at that point, than comes in 
at San Pedro. As a m atter of fact in 
January last the lumber disembarked 
along the wharfes of our neighbor to 
the south was 10,000,000 feet, whereas 
the arrivals of thiB sort at San Pedro 
came to 13,000,000 feet. In February 
the arrivals of lumber were 24,000,000 
at San Pedro and 18,000,000 feet at 
San Diego.

dians to assume star roles. Julius Cxsar 
is rarely billed, even in the great capi­ 
tals where the theatres have extensive 
stock companies and supers, because 
the cast exacts at least tliree firat- 
characters. “Brutus," “ Cassius" and 
“ Mark Anthony" are roles in which 
the highest professional talent has 
scope for its abilities. We should, 
therefore, be well satisfied that we 
were able to see this splendid drama 
played here in a manner so accept 
ably enacted as it was last night. 
The greatness of character of“Brutus,” 
the “ noblest Roman of them all, 
was finely exemplified by the chaste 
and dignified interpretation of Mr.

Whilst it was not 
so evenly meritorious as that of his 
colleague, it was a very finished and 
artistic piece of acting throughout. 
Miss Gale’s “ Portia" greatly raised 
that lady in the estimation of the ju­ 
dicious.

A CALL ON TH E COMPANY.

WHAT ARE ORNAMENTS? 


A D e c isio n off th e S u p rem e C o u rt 
D e fin in g T h em . 
Mrs. Elizabeth E. D. Taylor, recent­ 
ly deceased, left an estate valued at 
about $155,000. 
Among other be­ 
quests nam ed in her will was the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ To my niece, Louise E. 
M atthews of this city, I give $10,000, 
my piano, sewing m achine, finger- 
rings (save the diamond ring which I 
habitually wear) as she shall choose 
to take.” The Probate Court ordered 
a partial distribution of the estate, 
including the personal property be­ 
queathed to Louise E. Matthews (now 
Louise M. Overacher). 
Elizabeth H . 
Liddall, heir-at-law, appealed from 
the order on the ground th at tbe per­ 
sonal property so distributed was not 
intended by the testatrix to be be­ 
queathed to Louise. 
The question 
turned upon the point whether the 
Court below erred in holding that the 
things distributed were “ ornam ents” 
within the meaning of that word as 
used in the will. 
These things con­ 
sisted of breastpins, bracelets, ear­ 
rings, lacepins, sleeve-buttons, glove- 
buttons. brooches, lockets, chains, etc., 
made of jewels and gold, euch as wo­ 
men usually wear for personal decora­ 
tion. 
“ In 
W ebster’s Dictionary,” 
says the Court, “ an illustration is 
given from .Sir Thomas Browne, as 
follows: ‘Some think it most orna­ 
m ental to wear their bracelets on 
their wrists; 
others, 
about their 
ankles; and the Jenkens of the pres­ 
ent day, in 
his description of the 
costumes of ladies at evening parties, 
writes, ornam ents, diamonds.’ ” 
The Court concludes that the vie w 
taken by the Judge of the Court be­ 
low is more satisfactory than the op­ 
posite view taken by the appellant, 
and, therefore, affirmed the judgm ent 
and order.

BEE FARMING. 


How It is Done in South 
California. 


MR. FR ED . L. ALLES’ VIEWS. 


A G reat 
au d P a y in g In d u stry . 


L ittle C ap ital au d L a­ 
bor R equired. 


Throughout 
Southern California, 
for a distance of 300 miles, the Coast 
range of mountains is spotted with 
little cartons, upon whose 6ides may 
be found a hundred varieties of wild 
flowers. 
H ere and there rises an oc­ 
casional live-oak, or a clump of low 
growing pines. The body of this liv­ 
ing carpet, covering the acclivity on 
the Temescal range, the San Jacinto i 
mountains and the lower edges of the 
Sierra M adres, is composed of all the 
colors of the rainbow and varies with 
the m onth and the seasons, while 
heaps of gray old boulders, jutting 
clumps of 
sandstone and granite, 
and masses ofchapparal, grease-woo I 
and mezquite, 
with 
their neutral 
tints, give the eye relief from the too 
brilliant color surrounding them. 
These cufions are the sources of the 
water supply for the valley vineyards 
and orchards, and are the homes of 
the bee-masters of a land literally 
flowing with honey. The irrepressible 
conflict between 
fruit-grower and 
apiarist has ended in the latter fleeing 
to the mountains, taking the little 
busy bees to gather i he nectar from 
the delicious mountain flowers. The 
orchardist charged 
th a t the bees 
punctured the ripening fruit with their 
ancet tongues, and while the bee- 
master knew this lo be an error he 
had no choice but to go among the 
hills, where fiuit growing is nat yet a 
leading industry. 
Bee farming’ in California bears 
little resemblance to the same in­ 
dustry elsewhere, on account 
of 
the novel difference in the sea­ 
sons. Instead of m aking provision 
for long and cold winters the bees 
are able here to gather nectar from 
New Y ear’s Day to Christmas, and 
the bee-master takes out houev dur­ 
ing eight months of the year. 
Dur­ 
ing January, February and March the 
orange and lemon trees of the valley 
orchards and the wild acacia and 
eucalyptus (Australian blue-gum) are 
all in bloom, and furnish a fair quan­ 
tity of nectar, but the larger part of 
this is consumed by the bees, and it 
is not the custom to take this from 
the hives. 
The so-called “ orange- 
blossom honey” sometimes seen on 
the m arket, is not made from orange 
blossom nectar at all, and is so la­ 
beled with intent to deceive. 
Early in February the native sheep- 
grass, alfilerilla, furnishes an abund­ 
ance of bloom, which makes a good 
honey of am ber color, but not so good 
as that made from the black sage, 
which blossoms later in the same 
month. This sage grows in the low­ 
est valleys and on the side.0 of the 
monntaiu rancies in ail parts of Cali­ 
fornia, and is the best plant for bees, 
because its nectar gives them heart 
and vitality at a season when they 
most need it. The honey made from 
it is of a fine color and strong body. 
Early in June appears the best of 
all honey-producing plants—the white 
and silver sages. 
No flower in the 
world produces a clearer, white, pure 
nectar than California silver sage. 
Eastern white clover and basswood 
(American 
linden) 
are 
splendid 
honey-producers, but both are inferior 
to the silver sage in m j king an article 
of delicious flavor, good body, and 
clear as pure water. These sages 
bloom usually during 
the 
entire 
month of June, and then comes the 
wild buckwheat, which has a blossom 
resembling the cultivated plant, and 
furnishes a honey of good quality and 
rich am ber color. 
Early in July the wild alfalfa ap­ 
pears and soon after the wild sumuc 
opens its large clusters of creamy flow­ 
ers, and both are exceedingly nch in 
a d. licious nectar. The wild migno­ 
nette is in bloom during the same 
period, and the bees never peem to 
tire of hovering over its perfumed 
flowers, during their short period of 
bloom. 
The golden-rod throws up its bril­ 
liant yellow flower spikes in July and 
August and continues in blossom un­ 
til Christmas. 
It is sim ilar to the 
plant of the same name growing in 
the Eastern ¡States, and is one of the 
most valuable of California’s long list 
of honey producing plants. 
The list includes nearly two hun­ 
dred plants, but many of them bloom 
for only a short period, every fort­ 
night sliowirg a new combination of 
colors on the hillsides. 
The nectar 
gathered from all the different flowers 
is not separated by the bee-master. 
The aim is only to keep the lig -t, sil­ 
ver sage honey apart from that of 
darker color made earlier iu the sea­ 
son from the alfilerilla and black sage, 
and afterwards again from ttie amber 
honey of the wild buckwheat, sumac 
and golden rod. 
The process of preventing the mix- 
of the honey by the bees is very sim­ 
ple, the bee-master watching the sea­ 
son of the different flavors ami taking 
the honey from the comb9 as the sea­ 
son progresses. 
In February, “ swarming” begins in 
this warm climate, and continues un­ 
til August. 
This is simply the old 
queen leav in g the hive with her bees 
to 41ie younger brood and queen hatch­ 
ed during the few m onths previous. 
When the young bees are ola enough 
to take care of themselves, and the 
old queen finds she has a rival, she 
leaves the hive followed 
by 
all 
of her colony and alights on any 
low-growing bush or other object th at 
may be near. 
The bees cluster 
around her in a mass, and the bee- 
m aster, on tho alert for “ swarms,” 
removes the hive just vacated to a 
new stand, takes another hive, pre­ 
viously filled by him with empty 
comteframes, but having a partly 
tilled comb of unsealed honey in the 
center, and places this on the old 
stand. The sim plest method then of 
removing Die “ swarm ” to the new 
hive, is to sprinkle their wings light­ 
ly with water, so they 
cannot fly, 
shake them gently off their resting 
place iuto a large-mouthed vessel, 
cover with a cloth, carry them to the 
new hive and em pty them all in. 
Finding their queen w ith them and 
plenty of em pty worker comb, the 
bees will nearly always accept their 


sieve and cloth, to remove im parities 
and particles of wax, has been aban­ 
doned. 
An extractor is now in use, 
consisting ordinarily, of a sheet iron 
tank the size of a half barrel. In this 
are six or eight light iron ft ames, so 
arranged th at each will hold a comb 
of honey and attached to a common 
center. 
This is operated by a handle 
in th e same fashion as a coffee mill is 
turned, and the swift motion of the 
wire frames throws the honey ont of 
the cells by centrifugal force against 
the inner sides of the extractor,whence 
it runs to the bottom and is drawn off 
by a faucet. 
The comb frames ueed are not all of 
the same size. 
W hen comb honey is 
wanted for th e m arket a small frame 
is used, one holding about a pound of 
honey being preferred/ W hen it is 
intended to extract the honey a long 
frame is used, as this can be handled 
just as easily as one holding much 
less honey. 
The ingenuity of man has not yet 
devised an an artificial com b th at the 
liee will fill, though a piece of wax is 
always fastened to the new frame to 
be filled with comb honey, th n s as­ 
sisting the bees in starling. 
As more 
time is spent by tbe bee» in making 
the comb than in filling it, there is 
great economy in extracting the honey, 
for the same comb can be refilled 
every ten days by a strong colony 
during the best blooming season, and 
it will last for many years. 
California liquid honey, as it leaves 
the bee-master, is always pure. 
Su­ 
gar, glucose, and all other possible 
adulterations, cost more per pound 
than the pure honey is worth on the 
ranch. 
During a single year California will 
send to m arket more than 2,000,000 
pounds of honey, and much of this 
goes to Europe*. 
I t returns to the 
apiarist from 2% to 3 cents a pound 
for liquid honey, and from 7 to 8 
cents a pound for comb honey. These 
prices seem very low, but the capital 
and- labor invested are relatively 
small. 
A good swarm of bees, in­ 
cluding the hive, can be bought from 
$<> to $7 and in a good season a single 
swarm of bees will make from 500 to 
700 pounds of liquid honey. This is 
worth $12 to $15. and a single apiary 
often contains 200 stands of bees. 
Thirty years ago a swarm of bees 
could be sold in Southern California 
for $1 CO, and good comb honey was 
retailed at $1 a pound in Los Angeles. 
Very much of th e work on a bee 
ranch can be done by a sm art boy or 
girl, and would include extracting the 
honev, filling the cans, putting on 
labels, cutting comb honey for placing 
in glass jars, making the frames and 
putting comb foundation 
on 
the 
frames, and much other light work of 
this character; but the watchful eye 
and steady hand of the bee-m aster or 
bee-mistress would be necessary in 
hiving the swarms, in looking for foul 
brood and m oths, and exam ining into 
the condition of the worker bees and 
drones,—[Fred L. Ailes iu Riverside 
Press.

Dagworth pities my ignorance in dar­ 
ing to compare Hutchens and Bethune 
at 220 yards, arguing that Bethune 
being a sprinter pure and simple, it 
would lie folly to expect him to beat a 
man like H utchens at anything over 
150 yards. Now what is B ethune’s 
best record for the 100 yards? Is it 
not 9 4-5 seconds, made at the Olym­ 
pic games on W ashington’s Birthday? 
But Hutchens at Powderhall Grounds, 
Edinboro, Scotland, ran 300 yards in 
exactly 30 seconds. 
If we analyse 
the time and distance of these per­ 
formances we find that Hutchens ran 
three times the distance covered by 
Bethune at a rate of speed only two 
yards in the hundred slower time. If 
this is not sprinting I should very 
much like Dagworth or some other 
authority learned on the sub} ct, to 
explain to me w hat is. Any man 
| who can run a given distance in even 
time, that is at a rate of speed equiva­ 
lent to 100 yards in 10 seconds, is a 
sprinter and a very good one at that 
and a person who argues that 220 
yards is not a sprinter’s distance, dis­ 
plays his ignorance of pedestrianism 
in general and sprint running in par­ 
ticular. 
Every runner lias his own 
fancy distance, at which he either is, 
or considers himself better than at an­ 
other, but a good man at 100 yards 
deteriorates very little in speed from 
that distance up to 250 yards.

Criticisms on Defoe’s Fa­ 
mous Book. 


FULL OF GLARING ABSURDITIES 


A Nineteenth Century Iconoclast 
Humorously Disposes of Cru­ 
soe snd His Man Friday. 


Critical estimates frequently perpet­ 
uate themselves, not by new and orig­ 
inal indosement, but by the force of 
authority; and since our literary opin­ 
ions are too often derived at second 
hand, it is always in order to revise 
them. 
In our iconoclastic age, when 
it is no sacrilege to reduce Homer to 
a myth and Shakespeare to a dummy, 
we may be pardoned for destroying in 
one fell blow the fame of Daniel De­ 
foe as a realist. We shall consider a 
few of the defects of his masterpiece. 
In drawing the character of Robin­ 
son Crusoe, Defoe studiously avoids 
investing him with the offensive 
omniscience of the heroes of modern 
fiction. This is laudable. 
Rut when 
a castaway in desperate straits Hap­ 
pens to find all he wants in the hull 
of a ship, we may rejoice at his luck, 
or, in fiction, at the special providences 
of the author; but we respectfully fail 
to discover in the castaway a hero tri­ 
umphant over hostile environment by 
force of his individuality. 
If Crusoe 
is made to excite the sympathy and 
interest of ordinary folks by his char­ 
acter as a plain, average man, he is 
allowed to hover too lovingly around 
the wreck—returning to it and draw­ 
ing from its stores long ufter it has 
broken up in many a retrospective 
parenthesis. Then in identifying the 
salvage Defoe does omit such ar­ 
ticles as furniture and pottery, which 
Crusoe himsolf is to supply; but even 
here the novelist probably stays bis 
generous hand because he felt that a 
solitary man must be employed, if 
only to presei ve bis sanity ; and the 
prescribed antecedents of Robinson 
Crusoe precluded the idea of his 
working from force of habit or love of 
toil, and hence some simple necessa­ 
ries within the range of amateur man­ 
ufacture were withheld as an incent­ 
ive to lsbor. Of course it was highly 
probable that potte<y and ship’s fur­ 
niture 
should 
be 
found 
in 
the 
wreck, 
but 
eopiethiug 
had 
to 
be 
omitted for 
the 
forego­ 
ing reasons, and Defoe knew that 
Crusoe would attempt furniture und 
pottery when he would despair of 
manufacturing 
guns, ammunition, 
tools, compasses 
and perspective 
glasses. The question of mechanical 
genius took precedence over one of 
probability. 
Defoe did not want to 
have a raving lunatic on his hands. 
His powers were not equal to a dozen 
chapter» 011 the metaphysics of lu­ 
nacy. His Concord vocabulary was 
small. 
Going into other details, 
it is also obvious that Defoe has 
no respect 
for ethnological 
pro­ 
prieties. 
For when 
Friday—noj 
yet fully emerged from savagery— 
finds that the victim saved from the 
cannibalistic picnic is his father, he 
manifests great joy by uncouth cares 
aes and prolonged gymnastics. In­ 
deed, so overpowering is his burst of 
filial affection that he forgets to pause 
and make a few natural inquiries 
about hiB mother, whereas all authori­ 
ties agree that the savage tribes are 
singularly 
apathetic 
toward aged 
parents, who nre generally maltreated 
aud compelled to do all the work. 
According to the returned mission­ 
ary, the sprightly cannibal youth, 
on attaining 
his 
majority, liekB 
hia father and converts him into a 
hewer of wood and drawer of water, 
while a mother’s fostering care is 
requited by enforced service at the 
washtnb, where, as it merely happens, 
her labors are light. On the first fest­ 
ive occasion, too, he is proud to toast 
his granddam, and on a spit at th a t; 
for he declines to maintain superan­ 
nuated live stock for sentimental 
reasons. 
Coming back to the case in 
hand, then, wo must insist that had 
Friday acted in consistency with his 
nature, ho would not have cried 
out 
to Crusoe 
so promptly and 
rapturously that the rescued man was 
his father—he would have mentioned 
the fact some day in casual conversa­ 
tion. Possibly, however, Friday was 
- overjoyed at the prospect of putting 
his work off, as of yore, on the old 
man, who, 30 far as tho text shows, 
displayed no unusual emotion at find­ 
ing his son. We can merely mention 
a few other inconsistencies. 
Tho 
Spaniard, 
who 
is so 
exhausted 
from the 
cruelties of the canni­ 
bals 
that 
after 
a 
long 
rest 
he is unable to climb over Crusoe’s 
ladder, ‘’flew upon bis murderers like 
a fury,” and slew many of them. 
This is shameful, belittling of canni­ 
balistic prowess. Again, if “ it was 
impossible for the cannibals to con­ 
ceive that a man could dart fire and 
speak thunder and kill at a distance,” 
how 
was 
it 
that those 
escap­ 
ing in the canoe, “ worked hard to get 
out of gunshot?” 
Defoe rejects a 
probable denouement for his story by 
rescuing his hero and Friday ana 
bringing them to Europe. Like Lear, 
Crusoe was artistically doomed to sink 
beneath the buffetings of fortune; and 
Friday, at last, should have been cut 
off suddenly when he was playing a 
practical joke on 
the 
“Pyrenean 
Bear,” 
an 
animal 
of 
whose 
habits Defoe forgets that 
Friday 
, 
was necessary ignorant, and which 
I/* tV.at personage seems to have re­ 
regarded as a species of coon. Surely 
here was the appropriate juncture at 
which to lose Friday, his death by a 
chance 
arrow 
in 
the 
Second 
Book is undramatic and uncalled for. 
The last outrage upon verisimili­ 
tude which we shall notice is the inci­ 
dent in which Crusoe, after a disap­ 
pearance of twentv-eight years,writes 
to the overseer of his Brazilian estate, 
and for a reply receives an onormous 
fortune in cash. Now, if the over­ 
seer bad replied that he could not re­ 
call anyone named Cruso, or if the 
local postmaster had written to say 
that the overseer had absconded to 
the 
Argentine 
Republic 
years 
before, the incident would have beon 
natural. 
As it is, the reader instinc­ 
tively 
asks, 
in critical parlance, 
“ What are they giving us?” 
If 
Crusoe was predestined to come off 
with a fortune in the end, Defoe, in­ 
stead of packing his Frankenstein off 
to the East, should have adopted a 
natural sequel, and put his hero into 
the lecturing field with a panorama il­ 
lustrating bis adventures. Friday could 
have accompanied him as an eloquent 
voucher of his veracity—striking ter­ 
ror to big-eyed boys by his significant 
pantomime, and thus affording the 
lecturer an opportunity for facetiouqR 
assuring them that his cannibal was 
pledged to rbstain from veal of this 
character.—{New York BUr.j

for B ralna a n d Courage. 
The development of the South, 
which for tho past few years has chal­ 
lenged admiration, hiw been led and 
maintained almost entirely by South­ 
ern raen. Not oniy have they taken 
hold in the South, but many have 
migrated North, where their pi onoun- 
ced individuality has made them a 
quickly recognized power, and there 
is nothing, by the way, that stimulates 
this recognitiqn so readily as a gener 
one amount of self-assertion. 
The 
average bhsiness man respects and 
admires a man who has the temerity 
not only to express his opinions, but to 
maintain them against all odds. It 
is, to say the least, forceful, and some­ 
times acts as a good substitute for a 
soTd bank account. 
Among thoee whose pronunciami­ 
ento carries with it weight sufficient to 
send Wall street mercury from zero to 
boiling point, or vice verge, we find : 
Victor Newcomb of Kentucky, the 
Garetts of Baltimore, Addison Can> 
tnack, James K. Koene, the .Inmans 
of Tennessee, General T. M. Logan of 
South Carolina, President of the Rich­ 
mond and Danville road ; Dr. Norvin 
Green of Kentucky, President of the 
Western Union, and others. 
Not only has the Southerner shown 
himself a compeer with his Northern 
brethren in the financial line, but lie 
made for himself an honored name in 
the professions. 
Among the list of 
Gotham’s celebrated physicians we 
find the South occupying a foremost 
rank. Dr. John Metcalf is a Ken­ 
tuckian ; Dr. T. Gaillard Thomas, Dr. 
Wiley, Dr. Arnold, Dr. Jones aud 
Dr. H. Marion Sims are South Caro­ 
linians. 
Dr. Polk is from Kentucky; 
Dr. Melrose Pallen from St. Louis. 
Dr. Emmett, 
Dr. 
J. Wyeth and 
Dr. Bozeman are also Southerners. 
Dr. Benjamin Simmons, who for 
his skill in medicine and surgery was 
known as the American Sir Astley 
Cooper, was a South Carolinian. 
At the Bar tho South is represented 
in New York by Roger A. Pryor, of 
Virginia, John R. Fellows, of- Arkan­ 
sas, John C. Calhoun, of South Caro­ 
lina, Burton H. Harrison, of Virginia, 
A. H. H. Dawson, of Kentucky, aud 
until called before another and higher 
bar, Judge A. J. Requier, of South 
Carolina; and Algernon K. Sullivan, 
of Virginia, 
shoue 
conspicuously 
among the legal lights of the metrop­ 
olis. 
To a Southern physician living in 
Columbus, Ga., Professor Morse was 
indebted for tiie conception of the 
electric telegraph, 
the 
suggestion 
having been given him while rifling 
iu a stage coach during a terrific 
thunder-storm, the Georgian remark­ 
ing, as huge trees were blasted by 
the roadside that lie saw no reason 
why this powerful agent could not be 
util zed for the benefit of mankind. 
Morse seized the idea and nourished 
it until it brought forth fruit, for 
which the whole civilized werld now 
owes a debt of gratitude. 
It is also one of the national tradi­ 
tions that South Carolina had a finger 
in the architectural pie of the Bunk­ 
er Hill Monument. 
It is a singular 
and noteworthy fact that this same 
little State of South Carolina has fur­ 
nished to its country’s history as 
many Intellectual lights as any state 
in the Union, the Declaration of In­ 
dependence ulone showing as many 
signers from that State as from the 
great State of New York, and others 
of equal ratio. 
Among the wealthy New Yorkers 
w ho have married Southerners may 
bo mentioned John Jacob Astor, who 
married Miss Gibbes, of South Caro­ 
lina ; Miss Carrie Astor, who married 
Orme Wilson, of Tennessee; Commo­ 
dore Vanderbilt, whose wife was an 
Alabamian; William K. Vanderbilt 
also married a lady from that State. 
Mrs. Commodore Garrison claims St. 
Louis as her home; Mrs. Van Ai­ 
ken, Kentucky. Dr. Octavius White, 
of South Carolina, married a Miss 
Chandler, a granddaughter of John

A Mexican correspondent of the 
Nashville American writes: “Imme­ 
diately back of Ameca-Meca, rising 
from the midst of a great green valley 
of

Sleepy Hollow, surrounded by hills 
and overshadowed by the twin vol­ 
canoes—rises the Saen-Monte, like a 
huge wart, several hundred feet above 
the plain. Iu this land of mountains 
nearly every city lias its Calvary cr 
Holy Hill—but, next to Guadalupe, 
near the City of Mexico, this 01 
Ameca-Meca is most prominent in the 
religious history of 
Mexico.

Martin 
Valencia, 
one 
of 
the 
country’s 
“ twelve 
apostles,” once lived in a cave in 
the heart of tho Saen-Monte. The 
Indians, far and near, greatly loved 
this good father, and every year im­ 
mense crowds made a pilgrimage to 
his rocky sanctuary. 
It is related 
that the pious Fray tamed the wildest 
animals of the adjacent heights, as 
well as the littlo creatures of the 
woods, so that they all came at his 
bidding and even lived with him in 
the cavern. The birds, too, knew the 
gontle father, and gathered in great 
numbers to sing their sweetest songs 
at the entrance to his gloomy abode. 
He died at last, in a village forty 
miles away, whitlier he had gone on 
an errand of mercy ; but the Indians 
brought his body in solemn proces­ 
sion to the Sacred Mountain, and 
buried it in its cavern home, which 
has now become the camarilla of a 
shrine. 
Within this dim little chamber is 
a fearfully realistic image of the dead 
Christ, which, so says tradition, was 
placed there by Fray Martin himself 
as early as 1527. 
Another legen . as­ 
serts that a burro (Mexican donkey) 
carrying images to the Cathedral at 
Pueblo, broke away from his master 
and found his way to this cave, where 
he patiently waited for some days, 
with the dead Christ upon his back, 
till Father Martin came and unloaded 
him ; and so the good Fray believed 
that the mule was divinely sent to de­ 
posit the image in this particular 
shrine. 
Like others near to Nature’s heart, 
whose uncultivated m inis are like 
fallow fields, the e simple people 
lurnish excellent soil for the growth 
of superstitions. A tiny seed of it, 
once sown in their fertile imaginations, 
speedily attains such bturdy growth 
that nothing can uproot it.

zens of Nazareth, Judea and Galilee 
some eighteen centuries and a half 
ago. 
“The dead Christ above referred to 
certainly a marvelous work being 
the lightest life size imago in the 
world, for though large as a man, it 
weighs scarcely two pounds. It is 
believed to have been made of the 
pith of cornstalks, prepared and ce 
mented by some sort of gum imper­ 
vious to tne air, but by whom it was 
made, or by what mysterious process, 
no human being knows.”

Tha strange case of H ugh Thomp- 
ion has just passed through the Pen­ 
i Office. I t is a rem arkable story. 
Thompson left hom e a boy of eighteen 
to inarch w ith th e Union forces. 
At 
th e battle of Chickamauga he was 
wounded in th e head, and from that 
tim e until 1872 his life is a blank to 
him and his friends. 
The armv record shows that he was 
at the battle of Chickamauga. 
After 
that he was reported missing, and un­ 
til a few m onths ago his family 
mourned him as dead. 
Under this 
impression his father applied for a 
pension in 1875, b ut was refused be­ 
cause he was not dependent at the 
time of the supposed death of his 
■on. From the battle of Chickamauga 
until he was restored fto his friends, 
H ugh Thompson did not know his 
own nam e. U ntil 1872 he had no 
consciousness whatever. 
W here he 
spent the interval he does not know. 
In th at year he was walking near the 
little town of Cleveland, in Illinois, 
when the memories of the war return­ 
ed. He did not know his name. He was 
clad in old soldier clothes, with a blue 
soldier overcoat. H e dimly recalled 
a great battle in which his comrades 
were hard pressed, and that was all. 
To his mind the battle wa9 just over. 
From that time until last year he was 
a ceaseless wanderer. He had intelli­ 
gence enough to care for horses and 
oo odd chores, but his name, his 
family, and his regiment were all a 
blank. In his wanderings he made 
bis home in Michigan, Illinois, Wis­ 
consin, 
Iowa 
and Kansas, pick­ 
ing 
up 
three 
wives, 
all 
of 
whom are dead. 
H is misfortunes 
appealed to the old soldiers. 
They 
cared for him and made many efforts 
to learn his history. Among them he 
was known as “ Shorty,” “ Old Relia­ 
b le” and the “ Nameless Soldier.” 
In a little testam ent to which he 
clung through all his misfortunes was 
w ritten the nam e of Thompson, and 
th is was supposed to be his name. 
Some time last year he was at a sold­ 
iers’ meeting in M ichigan. 
H is story was printed in a local 
paper. This found its way to Van 
W ert county, Ohio, where the elder 
Thompson lived. 
Hope was revived 
in the old m an, who had mourned 
his son as dead for twenty-five years. ( 
H e began a search for hiB son, 
and finally found him in Kansas 
and brought bim back to the scenes of 
his childhood. 
Many things which 
had baffled memory were recalled. 
H e had been engaged in youth to a 
girl whom he remembered as ‘ heavy 
set,” and although a quarter of a 
century had passed there was some 
peculiarity about her that led him to 
recognize her at sight. 
One day he 
was taken to an uncle’s, where many 
hours of his youth wore passed. 
As 
he came to the bam a Hash of intelli­ 
gence came to his ioce, and he said 
th a t was the barn be had so often 
tried ro recall. 
His own people only identified him 
through the Testam ent which his 
cousin had given him , and which he 
had preseived, together with some 
verses she had written. The Pension 
Commissioner is satisfied of his ident­ 
ity, and a pension will be issued to 
the poor wanderer in a few days.—

The building of a paper boat as 
described is conducted as follows: 
The boats are made oi an ordinary 
M anilla paper of good quality, usually 
oi five thicknesses, in all, only one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick, except in 
parts where there is the re-enforce­ 
m ent of one or two strips. 
The pro­ 
cess of making them is simple. 
A 
model of 
soft pine is made the full 
size 
of 
the 
boat, 
the 
bow 
becoming 
of two 
pieces, 
which 
.ca n 
be 
detached. The paper 
is 
delivered 
in 
long 
rolls. 
The 
model is turned upside down on a 
large fram e; one narrow strip of 
paper and then a second are first laid 
on where the keel would be, and then 
one, two, three, four, five sheets are 
successively laid along and molded 
close to the model, each as it is put 
on being coated with shellac and with 
glue to attach the next sheet closely 
to it. 
Thus done up in papers the 
models are taken into a drying-room, 
where a heat of abont 140 deg. F ahr­ 
enheit, continued for five days, con­ 
solidates the glued paper into a solid 
mass. The movable pieces of wood 
at the bow are unscrewed and taken 
out, and w ith this place for a start it 
Is easy to peel the bo tt off the model, 
ss the peach skin comes off a fresh 
peach. A keel is now fastened inside 
the boat, several extra 
layers of 
shellac are put on outside and inside, 
a strip of wood is fastened in for a 
gunwale, and the shell is presently 
ready 
for 
its 
fittings, 
seats 
and outriggers. They 
are 
most­ 
ly 
racing 
shells 
from 
single 
scull up to 8-oar, but one boat has 
been built as large as 42 feet long by 
4 feet 4 inch beam, to hold forty-two 
persons, this, of course, being stayed 
cgr wooden ribs; sad a steam launch 


19 feet long, worked by 1-horse power 
oil engine, boat and engine weighing 
but 430 pounds, was last fall success­ 
fully run 
at

speed of about 
10 miles per hour on the Upper 
Hudson. The cost is something above 
that of wood. 
The single-scull, 21J* 
feet long bv 10!¿ inches beam, costs 
from $65 ‘to $100; the eight-oared 
shell, about 60 feet long by 24 inches 
wide, costa $400. 
The racing shells 
of H arvard, Yale and Columbia in 
1886 were all from the same model 
from one shop, so that the contest 
was entirely one of skill on even 
term s. The patent for this method of 
building boats has just expired.

T h e N an O r n a n d o M ln lo iit 
Surely no medireval castle can bo 
more majestic in its decay than the 
ruins of the old San Fernando Mission. 
I visited the time-honored spot one dull 
morning last week, and the shadowy 
light in which I viewed it produced 
an impression upon the camera of my 
mind which nothing can ever efface. 
The ruins stand in the greenest and 
most isolated section of the ricli and 
beautiful San Fernando Valley, and 
have for their background an un­ 
broken line 
of 
emerald 
hills 
above which the blue mountains 
tower up 
to meet 
the sky. 
To the left of the road which leads out 
of the town, a row o* tall willow trees 
are swayed to and fro by the wind; 
amid them and directly in front of 
the best preserved wing of the build­ 
ing, is the fountain that in the long, 
long ago, sent forth showers of the 
crystal waters 
which 
abound 
in the locality. A little fuither on the 
blacksmith shop and the eubstan'ial 
stakes of the Porter Land and Water 
Company revive the present and 
slightly dispel old past; but the in­ 
stant the tourist turns his back upon 
these evidences of progress, he again 
becomes subject to the wierd spell 
which the scene weaves about him . In 
one end of the long gallery which 
faces the highway is the primitive 
chapel in which services aro held 
every fortnight; while in another 
dark and mouldy room a Chinese res­ 
taurant is in operation. Next to it is 
a chamber devoted to the nocturnal 
use of the Celestials. It contains two 
comfortless beds, a rusty stove and a 
bench and a number of grain sacks 
heaped in a corner. Adjoining this 
apartment is another large, but dingy 
room, in which a quantity of grain is 
stored and where a number of birds 
have built their nests. At the sound 
if every footfall upon the walk 
without,* one or two or more 
of them start up aiul flutter 
out into the air. Indeed, it is impos­ 
sible to move anywhere about the 
Mission without alarming some of I he 
feathered tribe, who seem to have 
more affection for it than man, even 
though he is, and they are not. aware 
of its antiquity and its associations. 
In fact, it is shocking to learn that 
wiihin the past year and a half some 
vandals, doubtless to obtain ilie lum­ 
ber, have torn away much of the 
original sanctuary. In tharear of the 
gallery, the nitgcd and irregular out­ 
lines of the remainder of the structure 
present a ghostly asi>ect which |is 
greatly augmented by the drove 
of sheep which wander 
amid 
itsshftdow8an<l the tall date palm trees 
which gravely stand in memuriam of 
tlie days and faces so long covered 
with the ashes of the past. Except 
the twittering of the birds and the 
chattering of the Chiueso at work 
about the kitchen, not a sound breaks 
the profound stillness which character­ 
izes the place; while, with the excep­ 
tion of the occasional team which 
drives by, or the tourist who on foot 
wanders amid the scenes, no one is to 
be seen but now and then a Celestial 
bearing upon his shoulders a rod on 
which is suspended two baskets or 
buckets. 
Somewliero 
near the 
Mission, 
though, 
lives an old 
Indian woman who 
more than 
ninety 
years 
ago 
helped to 
build the walls and who can re 
call much of the early history of the 
Mission and its founders. But she is 
said to be reticent except when con­ 
versing with those with whom she is 
well acquainted, so that the stranger 
can obtain from her little, if any, infor­ 
mation. There are also scattered about 
the town and|t,he valley, the half-breed 
descendants of some of the original 
Iudians and Spaniards among whom 
the first, untiring fathers labored. 
Some of them are curious specimens 
of humanity; whiie'all of them ate 
more interesting on account of the 
traditions which cling to them , than 
because of any personality of their 


T h e P eo p le AVc ¡fleet o n th e C ar*. 
The first who attracted my attention 
a day or two ago were a mother and 
son who were traveling for pleasure 
through California. She was a well 
dressed, austere looking woman with 
a number of gray hairs and even more 
sour looking wrinkles. 
He was a 
mischievous looking lad of about 15, 
who was firmly convinced that he 
had seen a great deal of the 
world and that he was a connois­ 
seur of fern inine beauty. Evidently 
his mother entertained a different 
opinion, for with her back half turned 
to him she either tried to read or look 
out of the window. But he did not 
proposed to be thus ignored and either 
to tease her or to be heard he kept 
pulling at her sleeve and asking her a 
great variety of questions. Some­ 
times she curtly answered him, oth­ 
ers she petulantly demanded to be 
let alone, while again she would per­ 
mit his nonsense to pass by unheed­ 
ed.

her own coin ? A red-haired family 
consisting of a father, mother and 
two children next claimed my notice. 
The little girl wanted to sit quietly 
and look out of the window, but the 
boy, who was about 4 years old, and 
who seemed to have monopolized 
all the animation of the house­ 
hold, somewhat interfered with her 
engagement by tearing her auburn 
locks out by the roots and tambling 
pell-mell into the corner she occupied 
over the back of the seat. Upon these 
amusements |his mother looked with 
calm indifference; whilo his father, 
who seemed to be blessed with the 
provibial patience of Job txerted him­ 
self considerably to keep the small 
torments in order. Either tho par­ 
ents agreed with Mr. Ingersoll that 
brute force onght not be expended 
upon children, or they had never read 
that to spare the rod was to spoil the 
child, for neither of them made the 
slightest effort to chastise him , until 
he suddenly turned around and dash­ 
ed a little mouth orgau into the 
face of the young lady who sat behincL 
him. Then his mother did look ar 
trifle vexed, and did give his hand a 
-little smack, but otherwise things 
went on exactly as they had done be­ 
fore. “Ileal estate! Why, do they 
have real estate in Los Angeles? I 
had heard so, but then I didn’t 
know,” said a loud-voiced woman, to 


whom I immediately glanced with 
interest. If Puck had not determined 
the style by calling sirens such as she, 
Dianas, I should have described her ts 
a female dude. At all events, she was 
tall and broad-shouldered and wore 
a tailor-made dress and a tour­ 
ists’ silk cap. 
Then, too, she 
carried a largo bunch of choice 
roses, 
which ou 
one or two 
occasions she facetkusly tossed at tho 
languishing gentleman who sat oppo­ 
site to her, and who seemed to be the 
joint property of herself and her vi» 
a vis. The latter was a lady to whom 
time had been rather cruel, but who 
seemed resolved to be gay in spite of 
him. ¡She» too, wore a targe cluster 
of llowers and a skull-cap, which set 
off her gray hairs and tho malicious 
lines around her eyes very conspicu­ 
ously.

Is the title of a one and a half column 
article recently written by Mrs. John 
Sherwood to the Philadelphia Pres». 
In it she claims that the American 
girl needs the above protection, and 
gives a number of reasons which, 
from a foreign p >int of view, prove 
that she is correct. As a clinching 
argument, she says: “The Prince of 
Wales, the best bred man in Europe, 
even in hi3 pleasures, has suggested 
to moro than one of his American 
beauties that a chaperon is a neces­ 
sity.” Doubtless he is right if the 
above-named beauty is particulary 
attractive to him ; for we are assured 
by Gail Hamilton and other reliable 
writers that by all the good fellows he 
is regarded as a remarkably “ good 
fellow.” 
The American gnl does 
need pure home influence, the ad­ 
vice of a thoughtful and unselfish 
mother, and associations so complete­ 
ly above reproach that it is im­ 
possible that they can contaminate 
her innocence and inexperience; 
but she has 
no 
more 
need 
of a chapetón than she has of 
a pug-dog or a canary. 
Mrs. Slier- 
wood further adds; “now in England 
the houses of the fashionable would be 
shut against this innocent young girl, 
who is so Daisy Millersli (that is 
the young girl whom the author has 
previously described as having no 
chaperon) as it would against the man 
who clients at cards; far more tliau 
they are shut against the wo­ 
man who has degraded the name of 
of wife and mother, especially if such 
a woman bear an illustrious nam e; to 
such au one much is forgiven, but the 
absence of the chaperon is never 
forgiven.” Well that is all right; if 
the aristocracy have so decreed it 
they have perfect liberty to set up 
whatever social standards they wish ; 
but we are in America, not in Eng­ 
land. I for one am glad to say, 
(although I am ready to admit that 
England does come next to America) 
and therefore I resent such inno­ 
vations as Mrs. Sherwood’s chaperon. 
What if the American girl is “Looked 
at, catalogued, described.” She does 
not go abroad to pose as a bit of 
moral sculptor; to the contrary, she 
visits Europe for the purpose of en­ 
joying or improving herself; and il 
she cannot be allowed the sweet 
privilege of eating an apple or a bis­ 
cuit, when she is hungry, on the street 
or in the cars, and if she is compelled 
by the fear of shocking the Dutch or 
the French or the English, never to 
address a man except in the presence 
of a third party, or to leave her hotel 
uuless she is attended by “ her sister, 
her cousin or her aunt,” she had far 
better remain at home. Mrs. Sher­ 
wood ^ might as well urge upon 
American 
mothers 
tho necessi­ 
ty of forcing their daughters to 
wear Chinese shoes and to walk like 
the Celestial sisterhood on the side3 
of their ieot; and yet there are places 
and people in this great country of 
ours where such foreign nonsense is 
accepted as unalterable facts. 
In 
Germantown, the most beautiful and 
interesting suburb of Philadelphia, I 
am ashamed to state, all aristo­ 
cratic crazes prevail. 
Most of its 
inhabitants are wealthy, educated, 
and of longstanding; but because 
the old Child Mausion. of llevolu- 
tionarv fame, is in the midst of 
the town, and because innumerable 
other old houses and names are linked 
with its history, the Germantowm 
people close their eyeswheu they ride 
through more plebian sections; while 
they actually resent the presence of 
either man, woman or child who 
comes from Nicetown or Lioga. The 
flourishing but recent hamlets which 
closely adjoin their carefully guarded 
and historic town. 
• St. P a u ls H ospital. 
St. Paul’s, or Sister Mary’s Hos­ 
pital, as it is more generally known, 
is located on Sand street, north of 
Temple, and is a large, imposing- 
looking house which stauds ou 
the summit of a commanding hill. 
It is a private enterprise which wras 
started by the good woman who still 
has it in charge about two years ago. 
In Oetober last it was, however, 
taken hold of by St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, with which it will in future 
be identified. The hospital is open 
to a limited number of free patients, 
but the majority of the cases 
who 6eek its shelter are sub­ 
ject 
to 
hospital 
fees, which 
are regulated by their circumstances, 
and conditions. Persons of all creeds 
are admitted; while few if any of the 
free patients belong to the church by 


which this institution is fostered. 
There are twenty-five rooms in the 
building and all of the help employed, 
except in the case of violent delirium, 
are women. Sister Mary herself is a 
trained nurse and for years has been 
conspicuously associated with hos­ 
pital work. She came to the Pacific 
coast seven years ago and is the only 
member of the Episcopal sisterhood 
in Los Angeles. Indeed, there is but 
one other worker who is identified with 
the same order in California. 
Sister 
Mary is an agreeable lady, of pleasing 
countenance and quiet mariner, who, 
attired in a simple dress of gray 
adorned with a white cap and collar, 
is peculiarly qualified to bring comfort 
ami good cheer to the couches of the 
sick and the suffering.

OVER THE SUMMIT. 
A Ureal Enterp rise on the n o u n 
tira de to C om pletio n. 
la the earlier period of the history 
of H ubert Howe Bancroft, Thomas 
Carlyle characterized the work as 
“ extremely interesting.“ It has truly 
been bo from the outset, but we ap­ 
prehend that to most persons, especi­ 
ally those who have not very great 
leisure or special taste for historical 
research, the later volumes which 
trench upon our own times, are of 
still more interest. 
Take for instance the last volume 
which came from the press in which 
the “ History of Mexico” is com­ 
pleted. It has beou a pleasure to 
read this volume, in order to analize 
it for the information of our patrons 
and the public at Urge, who. perhaps, 
have r ot yet had the opportunity to 
give it special investigation. 
A criticism of this book would be 
in many respects a criticism of the 
entire work. It is so much like the 
rest in the roughness of research and 
clearness of narative, while it is as 
«U-ongly indivdualized and as differ­ 
en t from the other volumes, as the 
character of the subject requires and 
leads us naturally to expect. 
Our neigjhboriog Republic, in which 
the conditions are so different from 
those which prevaif in the United 
States of America, has had its annul? 
traced by Mr. Bancroft, beginning 
with the traditions and fragmentary 
remains of Aztec life. 
All along the 
line he has exhausted the libraries of 
Earope and America, in order to 
command complete information, so 
far as this could be had, at the same 
time being enabled by this wealth of 
data to ccndense and crystallize. His 
last volume presents Mexico in the 
light under which that country is 
most interesting to American citizens 
a t this time. The old spirit oi revo­ 
lution is dead. Now comes au era of 
development; alow, but giving prom­ 
ise of advancement that ultimately 
may be compared with the progress 
in this country. 
There are many inquirers among 
our citizens regarding the substantial 
inducements and attractiveness of 
Mexico, as a field for the investment 
of capital, an 1 in some rarer instances, 
as a place for homes 
Mr. Bancroft 
shows that for the latter object Mexico 
is n o ta tempting country ;for the form 
er, he shows by what has been done, 
that a large portion of Mexico is a ter 
ritory in which capital may be invest­ 
ed by those who have no bettor 
opportunities in the United States. 
Among the difficulties to be contend­ 
ed against in the Mexican Republic 
in the way of putting great industrial 
enterprises on foot are to be consid­ 
ered always these two th ings: 
The 
instability of the Government, aud 
the lack of co-operation among the 
Mexican people. 
In other respects, a 
a ca>eful perusal of Mr. Bancroft's his­ 
tory convinces us that the capitalist 
who goes there from the United States 
to make money is running away from 
hid opportunities 
Still, this is not 
so sharply stated by him as by our­ 
selves. 
ilis history deals with facts, 
and it is a feature of his narrative at 
all points to leave inferences or con­ 
clusions to the intelligent reader. 
There is no volume in existence re­ 
lating to Mexico that we can offer 
with more assurance to the student of 
th a t country’s industrial history than 
Mr. Bancroft’s. 
He leaves nothing 
unsaid that is requisite to give us a 
full and satisfactory view of mining, 
manufactures 
and fisheries, com 
merce and railroads, agricultural re­ 
sources, 
ecclesiastical 
affairs —nor 
does he neglect the social and educa­ 
tional status of the people, which is 
always 
a 
feature of 
interest to 
strangers. 
He touches upon the 
most interestingly historical of the 
latoBt M exican epoclis in such a man­ 
ner as to bring out the actors in the 
Maximilian dram a with great clear­ 
ness and graphic force.
